About nine or ten days previous 
to this Pentecostal experience, a fulfill- 
ment of Joel 2:28, 29, which was one of 
the most outstanding events that took 
place among the early apostolic church, 
or possibly the history of the entire Bible, 
our Lord had led a little body of follow- 
ers out to Bethany, lifted up His hands 
and blessed them (sanctified them). The 
Scriptures do not positively state that He 
sanctified them on this occasion, but they 
received a special blessing here and re- 
turned to Jerusalem with great joy (Luke 
24:52). He also opened their understand- 
ing here that they might understand the 
Scriptures. Up until this Bethany experi- 
ence, the disciples were dull of under- 
standing. He also prayed for their sancti- 
fication in the 17th chapter of St. John 
and this was the only place in their fu- 
ture lives that it could have taken place. 

As Jesus stood with His hands lifted 
toward Heaven blessing His disciples, He 
was received out of their sight and car- 
ried into Heaven. Those good old sad- 
hearted disciples of His, who had been 
with Him so long and had learned to love 
Him more than anything else in the 
world, were grieved because He had gone 
and left them without His personal pres- 
ence. But He had left them the promise 
that “He would be with them alway, 
even unto the end of the world,” Mark 
28:20. And He-also told them in the 7th 
verse of St. John that it was expedient 
for them that He go away: for “if I go 
not away, the Comforter will not come 
unto you; but if I depart I will send Him 
unto you.” These promises in addition to 
that of His coming again, afforded them 
such exceeding great joy, that in obed- 
ience to His command they dismissed all 
grief and sadness from their hearts and 
went to Jerusalem with great joy to tar- 
ry for the Comforter. 

How were they going to know when 
the Holy Ghost came? They were already 
filled to the brim of their souls with joy, 
therefore, it couldn’t be the joy that 
would accompany the Holy Ghost at His 
coming, that would evidence His com- 
ing. He was not coming in a visible per- 
sonal form like Jesus so they could see 
Him. We turn to the 15th chapter of St. 
John and read the 13th verse, ““But when 
the Comforter is come, whom I will send 
unto you from the Father, even the Spir- 
it of truth, which proceedeth from the 
Father, he shall TESTIFY of me.” For 
Him to testify would automatically re- 
quire talking. Therefore they were ex- 
pecting Him to speak for Himself when 
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He came, and that He did is an indisput- 
able fact. 

In a recent discussion with a minister 
who told me that he couldn’t see the 
tongues to be a direct teaching of the 
Bible and the evidence of the Holy 
Ghost, I was somewhat surprised when 
he manifested his inability to support the 
theory he was trying to advance to me. 
When I asked him for an explanation on 
the above quotation from 1 Jno. 15:13, he 
said, ‘When I received the Baptism of 
the Holy Ghost and came to myself, the 
first thing I knew I was in the back end 
of the church testifying, and telling what 
Jesus had done for me, etc.” I will ask 
you, my dear reader, the same question I 
asked him: “Was this the Holy Ghcst tes- 
tifying, or was it the preacher?” Jesus 
in the following verse says, “And YE 
also shall bear witness, because ye have 
been with me from the beginning.” 

We have here two prophetic testimon- 
ies predicted by our Lord, showing that 
not only the Holy Ghost would testify, 
but that both the recipient and the Holy 
Ghost would testify. 

While those folk, whom Jesus had got- 
ten ready for the Holy Ghost  tarried 
there in the upper room for Him in one 
mind and one accord, and in one place, 
suddenly there came a sound from Heav- 
en as of a rushing mighty wind, and it 
(the sound) filled all the house where 
they were sitting. And there appeared 
unto them cloven (forked) tongues like 
as of fire, and it sat upon each of them. 
And they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and began to speak with other 
tongues as the Spirit gave them utter- 
ance.” Not as they would have it, but as 
the Spirit would have it. 

WAS TONGUES ESSENTIAL ON 

THIS OCCASION? 

About seventeen different languages 
were spoken by those Galileans on the 
Day of Pentecost. There were Jews there 
from every nation under the heavens, 
Acts 2:5. “When this was noised abroad, 
the multitude came together and was 
confounded, because that every man 
heard them speak in his own language.” 
They must have gotten what the prophet 
Isaiah tells us about in the 28th chapter 
and the 11th verse, “For with stammer- 
ing lips and another tongue will I speak 
to this people.” 

They had become so mystified about 
those people talking in tongues that they 
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were amazed, and 
were in doubt, 
saying one to an- 
other, “What 
meaneth this? Others mocking said, 
These men are full of new 
wine.” I wonder what they 
thought was the matter with the 
women. For there were some good women 
there too, who received the Holy Ghost. 
The tongues had caused them to in- 
quire into the matter, and Peter lifted his 
voice above the uproar of the throng and 
said, (read vs. 14-40), and the results 
were that three thousand souls were added 
to them that day, v. 41. This was the re- 
sult of the tongues on this occasion; it 
was tongues that stirred up an interest 
among those Jews who were saved, 


PHILIP’S REVIVAL AT SAMARIA 


There arose great persecution against 
the church at Jerusalem, and they were 
all scattered abroad throughout the reg- 
ions of Judea, except the apostles. 

Philip went down to Samaria and 
preached Christ unto them. They gave 
heed to Philip’s preaching, and he had a 
great revival there. Unclean spirits crying 
with loud voices were cast out, and 
many taken with palsy, and that were 
lame, were healed. Philip baptized them, 
both men and women. A man named Si- 
mon, a sorcerer, also got saved in this re- 
vival, and was baptized too. 

“When the apostles at Jerusalem heard 
that Samaria had received the word of 
God, they sent unto them Peter and John: 
Who, when they were come down, prayed 
for them, that they might receive the 
Holy Ghost” (vs. 14, 15). If regenera- 
tion and being baptized is all there is to 
salvation, then why did the apostles at Je- 
rusalem send Peter and John to the city 
of Samaria to preach the Holy Ghost to 
those folk who already had these experi- 
ences? 

The Scriptures don’t say that those 
converts of Philip spoke in tongues when 
they received the Holy Ghost, but, as 
they did at Ephesus, Cornelius’ house, 
and at Jerusalem, we are convinced that 
they did so at Samaria also. Doubtless Si- 
mon saw some wonderful manifestation 
of the power of God, for he wanted to 
buy it with money, verses 18, 19, 
CORNELIUS RECEIVES THE HOLY 

GHOST, Acts 10th chapter 


There was a man at Caesarea by the 
name Cornelius, a good man, a man that 
feared God with all his house, and gave 
much alms to the people, and prayed to 
God always (verses 1, 2). He had prayed 
so much that his prayers had come up for 
a memorial before God. This man had a 
vision about the ninth hour of the day, 
and saw an angel of God who told him to 
send men to Joppa and get Peter, and he

1936 AN EPOCHAL YEAR—SAY 
VARIOUS GROUPS 


The Year 1936 has for a number of 
years past been named by various groups 
as an epochal year. It is of sinister signifi- 
cance that Spiritists have forecasted a 
crisis of history between 1934 and 1936. 
Indian mystics and Egyptian soothsayers 
have also pointed to the same time, There 
is strange agreement between Pyramidists, 
Russellites, British-Israelites, Spiritists, 
Eastern mystics, Astrologers!

Can 
he prophesy the future in some way? It 
may be so, for will he not deceive with 
“signs and lying wonders”? 


The New York World of April 3, 
1929, carried the following article: ‘This 
year will usher in a period of grave politi- 
cal and social unrest and unsettledness all 
over the world. Instead of abating, hu- 
man misery will go on increasing until 
the year 1936 when the greatest and most 
horrible war of history will be fought. 
Palestine will be the center of this gigan- 
tic struggle in which practically all the 
nations of the earth will be involved. 

“The above prophecy is made by an 
international committee of psychicists 
headed by the Rev. Walter Wynn and 
Capt. R. A. Neaum, who have come to 
this conclusion of a disastrous future by 
a close study of the Great Pyramids of 
Cheops. These men hold that the great 
pile of stone in Egypt is not merely a 
tombstone erected to a King’s vanity but 
that its architectural arrangement, the 
numerous passages and corridors in the 
interior, their length and height, consti- 
tute an exact reflection of the world’s his- 
tory until the end of time. 

“The race of men who built the pyra- 
mid had developed the phychic faculty 
to perfection. They were architects who 
combined their occult powers with great 
precision. And thus the Great Pyramid 
was designed to correspond with a mathe- 
matician’s graph-o-graph indicative of 
epochs in world history.” 

Sir Arthur Conan Doyle said, a few 
years before he died: “I have made no

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NTRODUCTION: Now 

our subject, “The Trade- 
Mark,” may sound a little 
peculiar, and you might 
think only commercial 
things have a trade-mark, 
but I’m persuaded you and 
I have one. 

TEXT: “For every tree is known by 
his own fruit. For of thorns men do not 
gather figs, nor of a bramble bush gather 
they grapes,” Luke 6:44. 

Notice the text says, “Every tree is 
known by HIS own fruit.” “His” is a 
pronoun of the masculine gender, which 
teaches us that Jesus meant man and not 
an ordinary tree. 

John said, ‘The axe is laid at the root 
of the trees,” and many other Bible ref- 
erences of trees mean man or men. Fruit 
means works or our daily life. Matt. 3:3 
proves this, So it wouldn’t do any vio- 
lence to our text to read it this way, For 
every man (that means you too, sister) 
is known by the life he lives. 

Now since man settled down from his 
nomadic ways of living, he has had some 
standard to represent his ideals. The 
Egyptians and Assyrians had their staff 
bearing emblems. The Persians bore an 
eagle at the end of a lance, or a spear. The 
Greeks had a piece of armour on a spear. 
The Romans had their vexillums, and 
later their labarums of purple silk em- 
broided with gold. 

The organized way of life has always 
had its insignia, or we might say _ its 
trade-mark. The different countries have 
their flags, to which we give honor, 

The manufacturing company has its 
trade-mark on such things as clothing, 
food, candies, automobiles, in fact, all 
things that are worth while have a trade- 
mark, What is yours? 

Now in the industrial world when a 
manufacturing company builds anything, 
they are not ashamed to put their trade- 
mark on it, because they know what it 
is made of, they know it will stand the 
test. So it is with Jesus, after a man has 
been regenerated, or born of the Spirit of 
God, sanctified with the shed blood of 
Jesus, baptized with heaven’s sweet Holy 
Ghost, Jesus is not ashamed for them to 
bear His name, or to call them brethren 
(Heb. 2:11). 

When once an automobile is manu- 
factured and the name or trade-mark is 
placed on it (as a Ford), it doesn’t mat- 
ter where you take it, how you may abuse 
it, how many wrecks it may be in, how 
many knocks it gets, how bad it looks; 
it’s still a Ford. So it is with a Christian, 
no matter where he may be (in the by- 
ways, under the brush arbors, in the 
heathen countries), how much you may 
abuse him, how many knocks he 
gets, how bad he looks; he’s still a Chris- 
tian, and God i able to keep him that 
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way, as long as we will put our trust in 
Him. He’s able to keep in the fiery fur- 
naces, in the lions’ den, or in and through 
all kinds of trouble. 

But I would have you know, that af- 
ter any thing in the commercial world 
has been patented, or copyrighted under 
a certain name or trade-mark, it’s con- 
trary and violating to the constitutional 
laws of our country for anyone to man- 
ufacture a counterfeit or substitute, or we 
might say hypocrite another and use the 
original name or trade-mark, For instance 
if you should manufacture a car and 
brand it Ford you would be violating the 
law and you would suffer the conse- 
quences. 

So it is with God and His children, It’s 
absolutely contrary to the divine laws of 
heaven for any one to copyright, patent, 
or hypocrite, such as shake hands with 
the preacher, join the church, have a lit- 
tle water sprinkled on them, keep on sin- 
ning and call themselves Christians. They 
are violating the laws of God, and they'll 
suffer the consequences. 

Now if you buy a Ford, you want a 
Ford. If you buy Florsheim shoes, you 
want Florsheim shoes. If you buy Ethyl 
gasoline, you want Ethyl gasoline. In 
fact, you want the real thing you buy. 
So it is with God, He wants us to be real. 
If we join the Church He wants us to 
be real material. You might as well act 
your trade-mark, for the people know you 
by your trade-mark. If you are a hypo- 
crite they know you, and if you're a real 
true blue Christian they know it, so don’t 
worry, your trade-mark will make you 
known. 

While we’re writing of automobiles, 
some church members we might put in 
the automobile class, if you know what 
we mean. Now there are the airflow 
cars. Have you seen them? They’re pret- 
ty, but they’re a little like Johnnie’s 
trousers we heard the old colored woman 
made. She said they were all right, but 
she couldn’t “hardly tell if Johnnie was 
gwine or coming.” Haven’t you seen 
church members just like that? You 
couldn’t tell if they were going or com- 
ing. We call them airflow church mem- 
bers. 

Now there is a different automobile 
that has knee action. Have you ever 
riden in them? When the road is bumpy 
and rough, they'll ride so easy and 
smooth. So it is with knee action church 
members. (Do you know what I mean?) 
It’s those who use their knees (or stay 
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on them before God in 
prayer), and no matter how 
rough the way gets, how 
bumpy the road may seem, 
they just glide along so 
smoothly and easily. Give 
me KNEE ACTION in 
preference to AIRFLOW church mem- 
bers. 

Now we have many trade-marks in the 
natural or commercial world, but don’t 
forget, God’s children have a sign, or 
trade-mark to distinguish them from the 
world. Adam was a gardener until he 
violated the laws of God (Gen. 3:23). 
God set a mark on Cain for a purpose 
(Gen. 4:15). Noah was a carpenter (Gen. 
6:14), and was saved thereby, Abraham 
had a sign of circumcision (Gen. 17:10), 
and many others had a trade-mark to 
distinguish them from the world. Jesus 
said, “And these signs shall follow them 
that believe: in my name they shall cast 
out devils; they shall speak with new 
tongues; they shall take up serpents; and 
if they drink any deadly thing, it shall 
not hurt them; they shall lay hands on the 
sick, and they shall recover (Mark 16: 
17,18). All the believing children of 
God today have a way to distinguish 
themselves from the world. Of course, to 
have the trade-mark of God we’ll have to 
be real material, or God won’t let us bear 
His trade-mark. How do people know 
you? I’ll give a few ways you can be 
known. If you’re among this number ask 
God to forgive you and get out from 
among them. Are you known as a back- 
biter, false accuser, railer, boaster, truce 
breaker, traitor, late church attender, de- 
spiser of pastor, mean to your wife, dis- 
obedient to your husband, one who lets 
your children doas they please (espe- 
cially at church), non-tithe-payer, non- 
Sunday School attender, non-mission-sup- 
porter, critic, non-orphanage-supporter, 
a preacher who lets your wife tell you 
how to pastor, what to preach (such 
things as she doesn’t believe in), and tells 
you when you can go preach and when 
you can’t? 

Speaking of ths support of missions, 
orphans, and pastors, I think our people 
could, and should do more than they’re 
doing. Jesus said, “For as much as you 
do it unto the least of these, you do it 
unto me.” If you expect a Bible trade- 
mark, you'll have to do as a Bible God 
tells you. If you expect God to confirm 
your life with signs and wonders, you'll 
have to obey His Holy Word. You say, 
“I’m doing all I can.” You're still un- 
profitable, That’s no more than your 
duty. Jesus said, Deny yourselves—leave 
off a few luxuries of life, remember the 
poor missionary in the foreign fields, 
among the heathens, away from civiliza- 
tion, the comfort of home and_ loved

ones, suffering the hardships to carry the 
gospel of peace to lost men and women, 
while you and I enjoy home, friends, free- 
dom of country, nice church buildings, 
large congregations, nice clothes to wear, 
a fine automobile to ride to and from 
church in. While we’re enjoying this re- 
member the missionary is perhaps in some 
little old hut, preaching to a few hungry 
heathen men and women, walking the 
rocky roads to and from service, sleep- 
ing out at night under the open heavens, 
nothing to go on only what you and I 
send them, yet they must go. They find 
no place to stop, souls are dying without 
God. The Holy Ghost says, Go, go, go. 
The missionary responds, the flames of 
zeal to go are burning in his soul. It’s 
his life and he'll be rewarded at the end 
of the way, with a crown of eternal life. 
If we'd get the same fire burning in our 
souls that he has, it wouldn’t be so hard 
to give to missions. Now isn’t there some- 
thing you could leave off and help the 
missionary to go? You don’t need that 
new dress, that new suit, that new hat, 
and you can wear those shoes a little 
‘longer, and you don’t need, just because 
there’s a new model car out, to trade for 
it. Before you start to buy or trade, lis- 
ten to that still voice that says, your 
suit, hat, dress, shoes, and automobile are 
still good, and your hair is wavy enough. 
Just take that money and give it to the 
mission fund, or the orphans. 

Listen, Church of God people, before 
you start to buy, ask God about it, steal 
away and pray until Heaven is heard 
from. No sale is too great, or no bargain 
is too cheap, but what you'll get the 
best end of the bargain if you will take 
time to ask God about it. Acknowledge 
Him in all your ways and He will direct 
your paths (Prov. 3:6). If you will pray 
through, your hat, suit, dress, shoes, will 
look so much different, and your face 
will be so illuminated with the glory of 
God’s love. Your hair will look good, and 
you'll feel like walking to service to save 
the gasoline bill. I’d rather shine my old 
shoes, brush up that old hat, press my 
clothes, steal away to the cellar and pray 
until God did what the Psalmist said He’d 
do (beautify the meek with salvation, Psa. 
149:4) then go to service and give my 
money to the mission or orphanage fund, 
than to go to all the beauty parlors in 
the world. 

Listen sister, brother, God knew how 
to make you. Some of our people act as 
if He didn’t. I am writing to Church of 
God members. I know of two of our 
good sisters who were on the government 
relief, and went and got permanent 
waves. Also another (who maybe you 
have seen) going about praying for the 
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sick, with her hair all curled up like a 
cupid doll, when Paul tells them how to 
dress in 1 Tim. 2:9. Do you think God 
will confirm a life with signs and won- 
ders, that’s contrary to His Word? I say 
no, a thousand times no. And oh, some of 
our brothers just have to (it seems) have 
that wave just so so in their hair. Now 
isn’t it a pity that people would act as it 
God didn’t know how to make them? For 
instance, the colored people try to 
straighten their hair and the white peo- 
ple are trying to curl theirs. What a 
world! 

Save yourself from this untoward gen- 
eration, 

Now you may or you may not agree 
with me. You may class me as a critic 
and say you'll do as you please with your 
money, buy what you please, dress as you 
please, and if you do, some orphan may 
go hungry, and some soul may fail to hear 
the gospel of peace, then what will God 
have to say at the judgment? 

Pure religion will cause you to feed the 
orphans, visit the widows, send the mis- 
sionary, and keep you from looking so 
much like the world. God wants a sep- 
arate people, and some of our people you 
can hardly tell from the world, when 
they powder their face, arch their eye- 
brows, bite their lips until they’re red, 
wave their hair, paint their finger nails, 
read the modern romance magazines, sing 
the worldly love songs, have their par- 
ties,—well, Peter said we were a peculiar 
people, I say same are but not in the way 
he said. They can dress like the world, 
act like the world, backbite their brother, 
go to service when they get ready, not 
pay their tithes, never give to the mis- 
sions, or orphans, get puffed up at the 
pastor, fuss with their wives, and hus- 
bands, do as they please, and then when 
they do go to church, shout as loud as 
the next. I’ll say that’s peculiar to me.

would show him what he ought to do. 
When the men arrived at the house of 
Cornelius, he had called together all his 
kinsmen and near friends. Peter preached 
them a sermon. While Peter was preach- 
ing the Holy Ghost fell on them which 
heard the Word, and they talked in 
tongues (v. 46). No one claimed that 
these folk had the Holy Ghost until they 
heard them speak in tongues. 
ACTS 19:2, PAUL PREACHES THE 
HOLY GHOST TO THE EPHESIANS 

Apollos had been preaching at Ephesus 
and had some converts there. He had only 
preached to them the baptism of John for 
that was all he knew himself. But these 
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folk were disciples and believers. Acts 19: 
1, 2. Paul, that good old Holy Ghost 
preacher, came along and found them, 
and he asked them if they had received 
the Holy Ghost since they believed? They 
told him that they hadn’t so much as 
heard whether there be any Holy Ghost. 
They also informed him that they had 
been baptized unto John’s baptism only. 
He told them that John baptized with 
the baptism of repentance, and preached 
the Holy Ghost to them. When they 
heard this they were baptized in the name 
of the Lord Jesus, and when Paul laid 
hands on them they received the Holy 
Ghost and actually talked in tongues, and 
prophesied. v. 6. Only twelve received 
the Holy Ghost there, but it got to be a 
great local church. 
HAVE TONGUES CEASED 

1 Cor. 13:8. “Charity never faileth; 
but whether there be prophecies they shall 
fail; whether there be tongues they shall 
cease; whether there be knowledge it 
shall vanish away.” Since it is impossible 
to take tongues out of the Bible as a reali- 
ty, they will quote the above scripture to 
you to support the little weak theory that 
tongues have ceased. 

Let us notice this passage of scripture 
for a moment: “Charity never faileth; 
but whether there be prophecies they shall 
fail.” Charity will remain just as essen- 
tial throughout eternity as it is now, 
while prophecies is only of temporary im- 
portance. It pertains to this life only and 
will not be needed beyond it. 

“Whether there be tongues they shall 
cease; whether there be knowledge it shall 
vanish away.” Has knowledge vanished 
away yet? You will, without hesitation, 
answer, “No.” Well then, neither have 
tongues ceased, for they are both to stop 
at the same time. If you will contend 
that tongues have ceased, then you can’t 
claim to have any knowledge, for as al- 
ready stated they will go out of existence 
at the same time. 

Paul was not trying to teach tongues 
out of the Corinthian church, but was 
trying to show them the importance of 
charity, and urging them to follow after 
it. 

Tongues are as real as any other part 
of the Bible, and they have their place 
in the Church of God, and a church that 
doesn’t have them can not scripturally 
claim the title. While they are sadly neg- 
lected by the most of Christian professors 
of today, they are for a sign unto them 
that don’t believe, therefore, they should 
be stressed for this reason, if no other. 

Dear reader, does your experience cor- 
respond with the teachings of the Bible 
on the Holy Ghost? Have you received 
Him with the Bible evidence, which is 
speaking with tongues? If not, then you 
need to tarry for Him until He comes 
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in and speaks for Himself. Don’t seek 
for the tongues, seek the Holy Ghost and 
the tongues will come with Him. God is 
ready to give Him to all who will pre- 
pare themselves for to receive Him, and 
accept Him.
